With  a  change  of  time  from  Friday  afternoon  to  Thursday  morning  it  is 
hoped  the  school  will  find  it  more  convenient. 

Your  Librarian  took  her  seventh  Public  Library  Techniques  course  this 
fall,  "The  Library  as  an  Information  Center".  As  a  result  she  has  started  to 
develop  the  reference  collection  with  the  hope  it  will  serve  the  needs  of  the 
community. 

The  State  Library  Van  no  longer  brings  books  from  the  State  Library. 
That  service  ceased  last  summer  when  the  State  closed  its  district  office  and 
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storage  facility  in  Loudon  and  all  the  books  were  given  to  the  libraries 
throughout  the  state.  We  were  allowed  to  keep  all  those  in  our  possession  at 
the  time. 

Non  fiction  books  can  still  be  requested  from  the  State  Library.  There  is 
still  inter  library  loan. 

RALI,  Rochester  Area  Libraries,  makes  for  very  good  relations  between 
the  libraries  in  the  area  and  has  been  a  big  help  to  us  all.  Besides  the 
cooperative  book  ordering  program  we  have  other  services.  Book  binding  at 
a  reduced  rate  was  offered  so  we  had  the  rest  of  our  town  reports  bound.  Iva 
Stiles  paid  for  having  this  done.  We  now  have  every  year  since  1882. 

RALI  purchases  new  films  and  cassettes  each  year  and  they  are  available 
for  our  use.  Along  with  these  media  materials  we  have  added  to  our  own 
collection  and  their  circulation  is  increasing.  RALI  will  be  meeting  at  the 
Hill  Library  in  June. 

Tim  Brown  has  continued  work  on  the  historical  albums.  They  are 
available  in  the  library  for  viewing,  a  very  popular  item  in  fact. 

Our  volunteers  this  winter  have  been  Harriet  Lundberg,  Marjorie  Stiles, 
Marilyn  Lynch,  Katherine  Steward  and  Virginia  Gustafson  with  Jeanne 
Groth  and  Phyllis  Blodgett  as  substitutes.  Wendy  Dahlgren  has  been  the 
school  volunteer.  Thursday  nights  last  summer  our  volunteers  were  Anne 
Tabory,  Bernice  Omand,  Katrina  Rhodes  and  Phyllis  Blodgett.  Without 
these  dedicated  people  we  would  not  be  able  to  be  open  as  long.  Phyllis 
Blodgett  has  done  a  great  job  mending  many  books. 

Our  many  patrons  and  Friends  have  been  very  generous  giving  us  books, 
magazines  and  other  materials. 

It  has  been  a  good  year  with  many  new  people  using  our  services.  We 
hope  many  more  of  you  will  come  in,  get  acquainted  and  see  what  we  have 
to  offer.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Once  again,  our  cooperative  town  and  state  forest  fire  prevention  and 
control  program  leads  the  nation  in  least  acres  burned  per  forest  fire.  Less 
than  one-half  acre  per  fire  statewide  average. 

At  the  town  level,  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  is  responsible  for  the  preven- 
tion and  control  of  all  grass  and  woods  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  snow 
covered. 

Forest  fire  prevention  is  achieved  at  the  town  level  by  issuing  a  written 
permit  for  every  fire  that  is  to  be  kindled  on  the  ground  out  of  doors  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  Each  person  wishing  to  have  an  out- 
side fire  must  obtain  this  written  permit  from  the  town  Fire  Warden  before 
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kindling  the  fire.  Any  person  who  does  not  obtain  a  fire  permit,  when  one  is 
required,  is  violating  our  forest  fire  permit  law  and  is  subject  to  a  court  ap- 
pearance and  could  be  fined  up  to  $1 ,000  and  receive  a  jail  sentence  of  up  to 
one  year. 

No  fire  permit  will  be  issued  between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  unless  it  is 
raining.  The  reason  for  this  is  twofold:  the  fire  danger  increases  steadily  bet- 
ween 9:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.,  then  subsides  to  a  safe  level  between  2:00 
p.m.  and  5:00  p.m.  This  happens  because  the  sun  dries  out  the  fine  fuels 
that  are  easily  ignited  and  dries  the  air  which  permits  rapid  fire  spread.  Also 
during  this  part  of  the  day  fire  fighters  are  not  readily  available  in  most  com- 
munities so  an  escaped  fire  could  burn  longer  and  cause  greater  damage 
before  being  suppressed. 

Your  cooperation  in  burning  only  when  conditions  are  safe  is  greatly  ap- 
preciated. 

As  Smokey  says,  "Remember,  Only  You  Can  Prevent  Forest  Fires!"

MEDICAL  EMERGENCY  RESCUE  TEAM 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1983 

This  is  the  first  year  that  we  have  issued  an  annual  report.  We  felt  that  we 
should  keep  the  residents  of  Strafford  informed  of  our  status  and  changes  on 
a  year  to  year  basis.  Since  our  conception  in  April  of  1981  we  have  ex- 
perienced increases  each  year  in  the  amount  of  calls  that  we  have  responded 
to.  For  the  year  of  1983  we  had  a  total  of  56  calls,  with  a  breakdown  as 
follows:

Auto  Accidents 8 

Fire  Standbys   11 

Mutual  Aid 3 

TOTAL 56 

There  were  a  few  changes  during  1983.  We  achieved  a  goal  of  becoming  a 
team  with  100%  of  our  membership  being  trained  at  a  minimum  level  of 
basic  Emergency  Medical  Technician,  (EMT).  Also  80%  of  our  member- 
ship has  advanced  to  the  level  of  EMT-1.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  maintain 
this  level  of  proficiency.

Due  to  the  vast  change  in  our  membership,  we  moved  the  rescue  vehicle 
from  the  Center  Strafford  Fire  Station  to  the  Bow  Lake  Fire  Station.  90%  of 
our  members  reside  in  or  near  the  Bow  Lake  area. 

SMERT  was  also  able  to  take  a  lease /purchase  agreement  on  twelve  por- 
table pocket  pagers.  There  was  considerable  time,  thought  and  testing  done 
prior  to  our  purchase  of  these  pagers.  Due  to  the  fact  that  these  are  portable 

units  and  they  do  not  have  external  antennas,  we  had  to  change  our  dispat- 
ching services.  This  was  done  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  town.  It  also 
resulted  in  the  phone  number  for  EMERGENCY  AMBULANCE  service  to 

change.  We  are  now  being  dispatched  by  the  Strafford  County  Dispatch 
Center    in     Dover,     N.     H.     The    new    number    for    EMERGENCY 

AMBULANCE  service  is  742-4968.  This  is  also  the  same  number  for  the 

Strafford  Police  Department.  New  Telephone  stickers  are  available  showing 
this  change.  Contact  any  member  of  SMERT,  Fire,  or  Police  if  you  are  in 
need  of  these  stickers. 

This  year  we  transported  a  total  of  twelve  patients  to  area  hospitals.  Each 
time  that  we  transported  a  patient  there  were  exceptional  circumstances  in- 
volved with  those  particular  calls. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  many  people,  organizations  and  businesses 
that  have  given  us  donations  throughout  the  past  three  years.  This  helped  us 
to  add  many  new  pieces  of  equipment,  and  by  doing  so  we  were  able  to  have 
the  rescue  vehicle  licensed  as  an  ambulance  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

At  present  we  have  only  a  total  of  ten  members  responding  to  calls.  We 
will  have  twelve  members  responding  when  our  two  new  members  complete 
their  EMT  course.  As  you  can  see,  we  are  still  in  dire  need  of  more  members 
if  we  are  to  continue  to  progress  ahead.  If  you  are  interested  in  joining  or  if 
you  have  any  question,  please  call  664-2668  or  contact  any  member  of 
SMERT.

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SCHOOL  NURSE  REPORT 

STRAFFORD  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

1982  -  1983 

As  the  emphasis  on  "Good  Health"  continues  to  expand  in  our  nation,  so 
does  our  Health  Program  expand.  However,  with  the  time  allotted  to  the 
School  Nurse,  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
school. 

The  yearly  vision,  hearing,  weight,  height  and  scoliosis  screening  was 
completed  on  all  students.  Pediculosis  checks  were  also  performed  follow- 
ing summer  and  Christmas  vacations.  The  Dental  Program,  formerly  spon- 
sored by  S.A.Y.  was  finally  discontinued  this  year  due  to  both  the 
unavailability  of  willing  hygienists  and  the  low  number  of  expected  par- 
ticipants. 

We  expanded  our  Health  Education  in  several  ways.  The  6th  grade,  in 
conjunction  with  Mrs.  Sukduang's  science  class,  held  a  Health  Fair  which 
was  very  successful.  Many  of  the  students  had  excellent  projects.  The  6th 
graders  also  started  a  semester-long  unit  on  "The  Family"  which  was  infor- 
mative and  gave  way  to  interesting  discussions. 

The  7th  grade  spent  first  semester  watching  and  discussing  a  15  minute 
T.V.  program  dealing  with  normal  problems  of  early  and  preteen  years. 
The  second  semester  emphasis  was  on  physical  fitness. 

I  attended  a  special  two-day  workshop  sponsored  by  the  N.  H.  Heart 
Association  instructing  us  in  how  to  teach  an  education  program  entitled 
"Have  a  Healthy  Heart".  We  applied  for  a  grant  from  the  N.H.H.A.  which 

would  allow  us  to  teach  the  program  to  grades  5-8.  We  did  receive  enough 
grant  money  for  materials.  As  a  result,  we  will  try  to  incorporate  parts  of 
the  program  into  our  health  curriculum. 

At  the  close  of  another  gratifying  year,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  ever- 
supportive  staff  here  at  school,  the  community,  and  S.A.Y.  for  their  con- 
tribution of  Current  Health  Magazine  and  films  for  the  Pediculosis  pro- 
gram.

Center  programs:  2-TIP;  1-TAC;  2-PEPSO:  1-PEPExtn. 

I  believe  the  year  1983  will  be  remembered  as  a  significant  one  for  the 
American  public  school  system.  As  in  the  case  with  many  social  forces, 
public  dialogue  concerning  education  moves  in  cycles  with  the  importance 
and  performance  of  our  schools  receiving  varying  degrees  of  emphasis  and 
visibility.  As  a  result  of  the  numerous  national  reports  concerning  the  state 
of  education  in  our  Nation,  we  are  exposed  to  a  trend  in  the  media  focusing 
on  deficiencies  in  education.  We  read  of  teacher  shortages,  use  of  poorly 
qualified  teachers,  decreasing  achievement  test  scores,  declining  pupil  in- 
terest in  math  and  science  and  calls  for  a  longer  school  day  and  year  and 
merit  pay  for  teachers.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1947,  a  New  York 
Times  article  written  on  the  quality  of  science  teaching  in  the  United  States 
stated,  "This  country  can  easily  lose  its  leadership  in  science  achievement 
unless  it  seeks  and  trains  those  who  can  maintain  it."  I  believe  the  dilemma 
facing  education  in  the  country  is  not  a  new  one,  but  rather  composed  of 
challenges  similar  in  scope  and  focus  to  previous  periods  of  educational 
crisis.  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that:  a)  we  are  faced  with  teacher 
shortages;  b)  we  are  forced  to  employ  less  than  fully  qualified  teachers  in 
certain  critical  areas;  c)  we  have  experienced  a  trend  of  declining  interest  in 
science  and  math  among  our  student  population;  d)  we  are  underpaying  the 
majority  of  our  teachers  who  are  highly  qualified  and  dedicated;  e)  we  are 
not  placing  sufficient  importance  or  value  on  the  role  of  the  principal  as  an 
instructional  leader;  and  f)  our  elected  leadership  has  placed  very  little  im- 
portance on  education  in  the  last  ten  years.  In  order  to  design  a  response  to 
the  warning  signs  confronting  public  education  identified  by  national  ex- 
perts and  leaders,  we  have  to  understand  the  forces  that  have  placed  us  in 
our  present  position.  Albert  Shanker  in  one  of  his  recent  New  York  Times 
articles  aptly  identified  at  least  one  of  the  key  forces  which  has  contributed 
to  the  present  state  of  education  when  he  quoted  Donna  Kerr,  a  noted 
university  expert  on  teacher  education  in  the  United  States.  She  wrote:  "A 
society's  political  and  economic  forces  determine  in  what  pursuits  intellec- 
tual virtuosity  will  be  rewarded.  Neither  with  status  nor  with  prestige  nor 

with  money  do  we  reward  teaching there  is  a  disturbing  duplicity  in  a 

society  that  itself  fails  to  create  the  conditions  that  would  foster  teaching 
competence  and  then  complains  of  incompetent  teachers.  Our  teaching 
corps  can  be  no  more  competent  than  we  make  it."  While  I  believe  that 
Kerr's  evaluation  is  valid,  the  present  state  of  affairs  in  education  is  not 
simply  the  result  of  society's  failure  to  place  importance  on  improving  stan- 
dards for  teacher  preparation  or  maintaining  respectable  teacher  salaries.  In 
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many  respects,  I  believe  trends  and  practices  have  existed  which  have  made 
inefficient  use  of  the  resources  available  to  our  school  system.  American 
society  must  renew  its  commitment  to  excellence  in  all  areas  of  school 
endeavor;  administration,  instsruction,  program  development  and  evalua- 
tion, school /community  communication  and  the  agendas  of  our  elected 
leaders. 

Within  the  context  of  the  above  comments,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we 
have  consistently  placed  priority  on  instructional  excellence  and  quality  in 
School  Administrative  Unit  #44.  During  the  course  of  the  last  eight  years 
our  basic  instructional  program,  based  on  Science  Research  Association  test 
results,  seems  to  be  very  strong.  We  have  compared  the  averages  of  the  past 
four  years  versus  the  previous  three  years  in  the  areas  of  math,  reading  and 
language  arts  and  find  that  the  School  Administrative  Unit  average  at  the 
eighth  grade  level  showed  an  average  gain  of  19  percentiles  between  the  two 
periods  of  time  for  the  areas  of  math  and  reading,  which  is  considered 
statistically  significant.  Language  art  scores  at  the  eighth  grade  level  over 
the  same  period  of  time  reflected  an  increase  of  22  percentiles.  I  believe  our 
emphasis  on  developing  a  core  curriculum  six  years  ago  has  played  a  signifi- 
cant role  in  the  present  strength  of  our  basic  instructional  program. 

One  of  my  many  objectives  for  the  Unit  in  past  years  has  been  to  design 
and  develop  programming  for  the  more  academically  accomplished  student. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  our  school  boards  voted  to  accept  the  recommen- 
dation of  this  office  to  establish  a  Summer  Institute  program.  Our  first  In- 
stitute became  a  reality  this  past  year.  The  program  involved  approximately 
66  students  and  19  teachers  and  was  designed  to  give  the  children  exposure 
to  the  development  of  higher  level  thinking  skills.  The  program  seemed  to 
be  well  received  by  all  involved  and  has  been  formally  approved  by  our 
school  boards  for  the  coming  summer.  I  am  extremely  pleased  with  the 
development  of  this  program  and  the  support  given  it  by  our  school  boards. 

While  there  are  many  aspects  of  the  educational  process  in  Strafford 
which  should  make  us  proud,  there  are  areas  of  need  and  as  I  have  stated  in 
previous  reports,  I  believe  it  is  the  responsibility  of  your  Superintendent  to 
keep  the  system's  needs  in  focus  for  the  voters.  I  believe  that  we  must 
strengthen  the  library  component  of  the  system  and  give  strong  considera- 
tion to  establishing  a  public  kindergarten.  There  is  considerable  research 
such  as  the  Ypsilanti  Perry  Preschool  Project,  the  Minnesota  Early  Learning 
Design  in  Minneapolis /St.  Paul  and  other  studies  which  underscore  the  im- 
portance not  only  to  the  child,  but  to  the  taxpayer  and  society,  of  public 
preschool  education.  According  to  the  Ypsilanti  Perry  Project  report,  for 
every  $1,000  that  was  invested  in  the  preschool  program,  at  least  $4,130 
has  been  returned  to  society  in  the  form  of  reduced  costs  for  special  educa- 
tion, legal  processing  for  delinquent  behavior  and  increased  earnings  of  par- 
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ticipants.  Students  who  experienced  the  preschool  program  subsequently 
averaged  1.8  years  of  special  education,  whereas  those  that  did  not  have  it 
averaged  3.8  years.  For  every  100  pupils  who  had  the  program  35  dropped 
out  of  high  school,  whereas  55  of  every  100  pupils  who  did  not  experience 
the  program  dropped  out.  Of  those  pupils  who  experienced  the  program  38 
out  of  every  100  students  attended  college  or  took  job  training  courses  while 
of  those  pupils  without  the  program,  only  21  did  so.  Clearly,  the  research 
underscores  the  importance  of  making  a  commitment  to  public 
Kindergarten  programs. 

In  summary,  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
school  board,  the  teachers,  pupils  and  citizens  for  the  cooperation  exhibited 
during  the  past  year.  We  look  forward  to  a  long  and  productive  relationship 
in  which  our  mutual  goals  will  continue  to  be  the  best  possible  education  for 
our  young  people.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE 
STRAFFORD  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

March  1  and  8,  1983 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Strafford  School  District  was  called  to  order  at 
7:00  P.M.  by  Moderator  David  Meserve. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Tyler  Brown  to  postpone  the  meeting  until  7:30 
since  it  had  been  announced  as  such  in  a  number  of  places.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  defeated  by  a  show  of  hands  vote. 

The  Warrant  Articles  were  read  as  posted. 

ARTICLE     I.     Christine     Bozak     moved     to     accept     the     reports 

of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers  chosen  as  printed  in  the  Annual 
Town  Report  of  Strafford.  This  was  seconded.  Martha  Connelly  gave  a 
brief  report  on  the  findings  of  the  School  Study  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Board  as  voted  at  the  last  School  District  Meeting.  The  final  conclusions  of 
the  committee  were  read.  It  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  accept  article 
one  as  moved. 

ARTICLE     II     Tyler     Brown     moved     that     the     school     district 
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raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  dollars  ($19,000.)  for 
the  lease /purchase  of  two  portable  classrooms  for  use  in  special  education 
and  as  a  library,  or  for  any  other  educational  purpose.  The  motion  was 
seconded. 

The  discussion  following  included  the  size  and  possible  location  of  these 
units,  a  breakdown  of  the  costs  per  year  in  the  lease  purchase  plan  and  total 
cost  if  unit  was  purchased.  Mr.  Brown  stated  this  was  a  temporary  measure 
until  adequate  planning  for  present  and  future  needs  can  be  done.  The 
possibility  of  the  town  voting  next  week  to  move  the  selectmen's  office  from 
the  school  and  thereby  freeing  that  space  for  school  use  was  also  discussed. 
A  lengthy  debate  followed  regarding  actual  space  needs  of  the  school  as  seen 
by  the  School  Board,  parents,  and  townspeople.  The  present  lack  of  a 
library  and  the  facilities  for  special  education  were  topics  for  many  ques- 
tions. Present  accommodations  and  possible  future  solutions  were  also 
discussed. 

Moderator  David  Meserve  at  this  point  introduced  a  petition  that  this  ar- 
ticle be  voted  on  by  secret  ballot. 

Further  discussion  included  the  planning  of  the  present  school  budget,  the 
impact  on  taxpayers  of  this  article  and  other  fiscal  considerations.  The 
question  was  moved  by  Lester  Huckins.  This  was  seconded  and  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

A  secret  ballot  was  taken  with  officers  of  the  checklists  in  attendance.  The 
polls  were  declared  opened  at  8:08  P.M.  The  polls  were  declared  closed  at 
8:30  P.M.  106  votes  in  the  negative,  69  votes  in  the  affirmative.  The  mo- 
tion was  declared  defeated. 

ARTICLE  III  Tyler  Brown  made  a  motion  that  the  school  district  raise 

and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.)  to  establish  a 
capital  reserve  fund  for  future  capital  improvements  to  the  school. 

At  the  advice  of  School  Superintendent,  Barry  Clough,  Mr.  Brown  then 
added  to  the  article  "in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA:35."  This 
was  declared  necessary  to  make  the  article  in  accordance  with  the  state  law 
governing  capital  reserve  funds. 

The  motion  was  seconded.  The  Moderator  read  the  motion  with  the  ad- 
dition. A  voice  vote  was  declared  undecided.  A  standing  vote  was  taken  by 
the  officers  of  the  checklist.  The  motion  was  declared  voted  in  the  affir- 
mative by  a  vote  of  94  in  favor  -  37  opposed.  The  motion  was  carried. 

ARTICLE  IV  The  Moderator  read  the  article  as  printed.  Mr.  Clough 

recommends  that  it  be  changed  to  state  "at  the  end  of  the  1982-83  school 
year". 

Lester  Huckins  moved  that  the  question  be  indefinitely  postponed.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  a  brief  discussion  followed  regarding  use  of  unex- 
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pended  monies  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  to  reduce  the  following  year's 
school  taxes.  It  was  voted  by  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  to  postpone  arti- 
cle four. 

A  motion  was  then  made  by  Martha  Connolly  to  reconsider  due  to 
misunderstanding  on  the  vote  by  some  voters.  This  was  seconded.  It  was 
declared  legally  acceptable  to  reconsider  at  the  discretion  of  the  Moderator. 
Mr.  Meserve  then  explained  the  question  again.  The  motion  to  reconsider 
was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  V  Erma  Clark  moved  the  district  raise  and  appropriate  the 

sum  of  $681,473.00  (which  includes  the  $5,000.  capital  reserve  fund)  for 
the  support  of  schools,  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  school  district.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  discussion  followed  regarding  possibilities  and  implications  of 
a  deficit  budget  for  the  school  year.  It  was  stated  by  school  board 
spokespersons  that  this  was  a  "bare  bones"  budget  which  should  avoid  an 
unnecessary  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  but  has  enough  flexibility 
for  some  unexpected  costs  should  they  arise. 

Mr.  Fistere  moved  the  question  and  the  motion  was  carried  by  an  aye /aye 
vote. 

ARTICLE  VI  The  Moderator  read  the  article  as  printed.  After  a 

discrepancy  was  corrected  in  the  stated  number  of  high  school  students  we 
have  in  the  Town  of  Strafford,  the  question  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  VII  A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  table  article  seven 
and  carried  by  an  affirmative  vote. 

ARTICLE  VIII  The  Moderator  read  the  article  as  printed. 

Ken  Constantine  moved  to  introduce  article  two  again,  ammended  to  be 
contingent  on  the  decision  made  next  week  at  Town  Meeting  regarding  the 
relocation  of  the  Selectmen's  office.  This  was  ruled  out  of  order  because  no 
money  can  be  raised  under  this  article. 

Paul  St.  Clair  made  a  motion  to  direct  the  School  Board  to  pay  the  dif- 
ference in  tuition  costs  for  those  high  school  students  attending  Coe-Brown 
Academy.  The  difference  is  $211.  per  pupil  or  $4,222.  for  a  total  cost 
which  would  be  paid  by  these  students'  parents  next  school  year.  Discussion 
followed  including  if  the  proposed  budget  would  be  able  to  cover  this  addi- 
tional cost;  why  there  are  tuition  differences  between  Spaulding  High 
School,  Dover  High  School,  and  Coe-Brown  Academy;  and  what  the  op- 
tions are  for  attending  a  specific  one. 

The  motion  was  seconded  and  defeated  by  a  voice  vote. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  to  adjourn. 

Moderator  David  Meserve  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  P.M.
